Although construction sites in Yugoslavia are now equipped with a great many 
machines, these are being utilized to only about 40 percent of capacity. 

Almost tU the construction sites have cement mixers. There are many cranes, 
oonveyore of various typos, elevators, and other machines in use. m large exca- 
vation projects, much of the earthwork is done by bulldozers, which re. e-e. m-y 
workers for other tasks. S"oh highly mechanized equipment as finishers is in use 
on the Brotherhood and Unity Highway. Powerful rotary cutters that do the vork of 
500 man are being used for excavation projects. 

An inventory of all construction machinery was to have been caaploted by 15 
May. but has not yet been finished. Many enterprises could be using machinery that 
hta been lying in storage, forgotten, for years. Some machinery is unused all ®8* 
ediy because repair parte are not available, although many such parts oen now be 
made in Tugoslavis, even in the smaller miohln. she*.: Proper care of machinery 

while in nee wodld have kept many machines off the repair list. Srery aaohine 
operator, insofar as possible, should he made responsible for the care and repair 
ofhis maohine, and each skilled machinist should train an uncalled worker while 
he works.
